Prof. Pitkin Declares Children, 
Taught Virtues of Abstinence, 
Brought About the Change. 


Normal adults can not and will not be. 
reformed, and only. through children and\ 
youths in their ’teens can come improve- 
ment in the ‘‘ morals of tomorrow,”’ said 
Professor Walter B. Pitkin, Professor of 
Philosophy in Columbia University, last 
evening, speaking in Cooper Union. 

‘Moral reform in the past has spent 
an enormous amount of fury in trying 
to change adults,’’ said ‘the speaker.

The. pending measure, introduced: in 
the Senate by Mr, Lénroot. of, Wiscon- 
sin and in the House by Representa- 
tive. Anderson .of ;Minnesota, both Re- 
publicans, has.the endorsement of Presi- 
dent Harding.and Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wallace. ‘The assistance to the 
farmer advocated by the President in 
his address to Congress on Friday is in 
line ‘with its provisions. The Banking 
and ‘Currency Committee, to which the 
bill. was referred, will begin hearings 
on it this week, 

The reaction of the Senate farm bloc 
to the bill is rather favorable, and it 
was said by Republican members of 
the bloc today that it was believed the 
méasure would be satisfactory to the 
bloc if it were amended ih certain: par- 
ticulars. The bill provides for a rural 
credits annex to the Federal Farm: Loan 
Bureau. The present limit of farm loans 
is six months, and it is proposed to ex- 
tend these credits up to three years, 
the longer period being intended for the 
benefit of livestock producers. 

The bill ‘gives authority for the forma- 
tion .of. voluntary associations of Mve- 
stock. producers to enable*them to ob- 
tain loans under its térms. 

.-Faver More Government: Aid. 

In the: Lenroot-Anderson bill it is pro- 
vided that the Government shall sub- 
scribe $5,000,000 to the capital stock of 
each of the twelve Federal: farm land 
banks for the purposes of the measure. 
The farm bloc idea is that-this sub- 
scription slrould be increased to $10,000, - 
A .subcommittee of the farm bloc, 
consisting of-Senators Capper, Jones of 
Washington, and McNary, Republicans, 
and Swanson; Harrison and Kendrick, 
Democrats, has béen at work for six 
months on the subject of the extension 
of rural credits, with a view to submit- 
ting proposals. Its members are ex-

Recently. there have. been rumors that 
the Democratic end of the bipartisan 
farm bloc was in danger of* defection. 
Few of these Democrats have. joined

Outwardly the farm ‘bloc and the La 
Follette bloc are operating: as separate 
entities.

La Follette Group Cautious.

He showed signs of fight in the temper 
of that part of his address to Congress 
pe with some of the matters which 
most interest Mr. La Follette and his 
following, such. as the Railway Labor 
Board and the transportation question 
generally. That the purposes of the bloc 
are personally and politically hostile to 
the President is obvious.

Before the end of the present Congress 
on March 4 next the Administration and 
the Lia Follette group are practically 
certain to be in open enmity.

‘One of Ismer Pasha’s passing re- 
marks at-Lausanne on Friday pro- 
vided. a charming instance of Oriental 


or ‘at least Turkish—methods of rea- 


soning. ‘He was defending the Turk- 
ish claim to hold the Straits by a re- 
view Of past history, designed to prove 
that Turkey. had always been: an -un- 
‘selfish. and impartial controller of the 
waterways; for example, he said; in 
1914 the Straits were closed against 
warships of: the two conténding al- 
liances. 

Now the facts as tothe events. of 
1914 are well known. A secret al- 
Hance between Germany and Austria-

for war; with the reluctant consent 
of Germany, Turkey proclaimed neu- 
trality in order to give time for miobili- 
zation of the army; after that Turkey 
was 'to come out on the side of Ger- 
many. !

LACROSSE 











The annual convention of the Inter- 
collegiate Lacrosse League held on Sat- 
urday again calls attention to the great 
gain in popularity. which this sport 
is making if college athletics, Not so 
Many years back lacrosse was heard of 
only in one or two sections of the Hast, 
although it originated with the Indians 
and-is consequently the oldest game in 
the history of American sports. 

For years the game had its stronghold 
at Johns Hopkins and only a handful 
of colleges, most of them in Maryland 
and upper New York State, had teams, 
After the war, however, the game took 
e@ new lease of life and last year saw 
a combined Oxford and Cambridge team 
playing matches with several. Eastern 
colleges. These. matches attracted a 
great deal of attention and hundreds 
who had no idea what the game was 
like. went out to see the Britons play, 
with the sole idea of seeing an. inter- 
national contests. These uninitiated ones 
found the game spectacular to watch 
and so well suited to the -American 
temperament that they were at once 
seized with the desire to play it.
